K.xtra ordinary Institnco of Hunlclpal Corrup- 
tion. 

All England is to-duy discussing tho 
issue of tlio case of municipal bribery at 
Salford, Lancashire, with special interest 
because, althougli it is often charged that 
tlie whole governing system from the war 
and navy down to tho vestiy is honay- 
conihed with fmtid, this is tho first time it 
has got into court. Jliiiiter, who is the 
gas engineer nf the cor])oration, was re- 
cently charged by a coal iiiercliaut, named 
Lever,, in. a letter to the mayor and alder- 
men, with exacting commissions of from 
.■J.5 to .3.5 cents a ton on all tho groat 
ainoiint of coal he bought. Hunter 
brought a charge of criminal libel, the 
ell'ect, of which was to prevent Lever from 
testifjiiig in his own tiehalf. 'I'ho four 
days' tritil develojied tho facts that practi- 
cally all' the coal merchants in Lancashire 
had known for years that Hunter wixn 
plundering tho trade, that the 
aldermen had seen him sjiending S2."i,()00 
on an iiieoine of S4,00t), and investii-.g 
$1100,000 in a single enterprise without 
ever asking a question, and that the jirac- 
tice was a common one among like otii- 
cials in other corpomtionsii i The judge 
cimrged sharply against Hunter, specially 
blaming him for closing Lover's mouth 
by a criminal instead of a civil action. 
The jury acipiitted Le\ eraiiiid Imid cheers 
from a crowded emirl, which the judge 
was ])owerles8 to prevent. Lever was fol- 
lowed out and cheered in the streets of 
.Manchester by a great throng. When ho 
reached his lionie in Bowdon, ho was 
made the object of a iiiijnilar denionstra- 
timi liy bauds of triidesnien, delegations, 
etc., although the result of the trial had 
only been known an hour or so.

CONSERVATIVE CONFERENCE. 

De LUIe Oenuuiices ArchblBhop Cunke ofCaiilifl. 

LoNDO.N', Feb. 21. — -A cuiifiMence of iluj 
conservative party was held to-daj' at the 
foreign ollice. The conference was largely 
attended by members l)otli of the house of 
commons and the house of lords. The 
jneetuig lasted half an hour. Salisbury 
was accompanied by Ciosclien. Both were 
cheered heartily wlien they entitled. The 
premier, in iiis addres.-j to tint conference, 
referred feelingly to tlie hue Lord Idde.s- 
leigh and tlie loss the government sus- 
tained by rea.son of his deatli. The mar- 
quis also dwelt on tliu secession from the 
government of Churchill, which tho speak- 
er described as "a considemble loss to the 
party." (ioschen's acceptance of an ollice 
under the present goveriuiieiit , .Salisbury 
said, had strengtiieiied tlie coiisiuvalivit 
party. After marking time for a month, 
continued the marquis, wo have .u rived at 
a serious business. He then said he 
hoped the government would be able by 
reforming the rules of proc(!<ltiro to rostont 
tho house of commons to its capacity for 
work and its reput.ition foi- eouititsy. 
"After which," ho adtiod, "'we shall he 
able to deal with the question of local gov- 
ornmciit in Ireland .and other measures. 
I hoije that the present law wdl be siilii- 
cient to oiiahle tiie government to cope 
with the disoidur in in Ireland. In any 
ease, all the bills uiU be jiostponod until 
after the conclusion uf i lu.' ])rnceedings for 
a reform of the procedure rules." Thf 
government expects to present a budget 
diiring the first week of AprU. The mai-- 
quig predicted a long lease of oihce for the 
conservatives. Several members urged 
that tho government introduce in parli.i- 
mont the local govoriiinent bill for Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales, the provisi(]ns 
of wliich should bu extended to Ireland. 
' Edwin DU Lisle, -conservative, sjioke, 
saying that, as a Roman Catholic conserv- 
ative, ho denounced the conduct of .\ieli- 
bishop IJonko, of (J.asliel, lrelan<l, in open- 
ly encouraging the conduct of tint Irish 
niitional Icagmt, and said he would lik(t In 
have tho Archbishop tried for this con- 
duct by a jury of English Catholics in Lon- 
don. This stiktement provoked great en- 
tkusiasm in the conference.
